Htttudarlzod mouhnds and In the statu 
of Tonnesso at least a standardiz- 
ation of Cod Almighty. If a student 
can establish the fact that he has to 
his credit so many hours of sitting on 
his beam ends with his ears open nnd 
can support It further with an Intell- 
igence test he may then be apponted 
a general right away. 

And now In Canada this same 
tendency 1» spreading with a powder- 
fuli current. A great many of our lead- 
ing educational peoplo seem to think 
that our chief aim sharuld ibe to imit- 
ate the American model. T.hey want 
to reduce all the provinces to a pat- 
tern, with the same kind of matricul- 
ation tests with parallel degrees and 
and parallel courses — and with In- 
dividually nowhere. 

I imaglno tihat this is exactly what 
happened in China under the Ming 
Dynasty about «000 R.C. and In Egypt 
under Amenhotep the Third — neither 
country has budged since. 

We ought In Canada to pet away 
from all thai nonsense. Our educa 
tlon needs freedom, variety elbow 
room. There Is no reason ■ why the 
training given at McOlll should be 
liho same as the tnrlnlng given In 
Knskatioon. On such lines the. human 
mind nnd the need of the nation have 
never progressed and never will

"As » result they drift 
wasting time, trying first one course 
nml llion iioolher, not finding Intor 
ont until It Is loo fate. They start 
out on Hie wrong track nod heea.uso 
they don't make a success of It they 
li ro culled rnlsfltB." 

This situation Is prevalent In onl 
leges o.ll over the country, according 
to Dr. Cadrnan, and In f,he rnakn-lty 
of onse* nothing Is done, about If 
Ibiwovcr, he hollevos most envp'na 
llcally that something should h 
done about It, and there Is every res 
son to believe that eventually some 
thing wtlll he done. In fact tihe Na 
Honal Industrial Conference Boarrl 
Is at the present tlm« turning its 
attention to the study of the misfits 
of the college. 

As a partinl remedy for the con- 
dition, Dr. ('adman would suggest 
that a claas In orientation he e!-t.a.b- 
lisbed In the University. Such a 
class would be compulsory for all 
entering students, both men and wo- 
men, and iwould consist In studying 
closely each Individual and flndin? 
out in what each is Interested and of 
what he Is capable. Numerous ad- 
visors vould of course be required 
and the classée would of necessity be 
small in order to allow individual 
attention to each student. 

Dr. Cadman believea that it :s 
possible to carry out a scheme of 
this sort and in fact it is highly 
probable that it will be carried out 
later on. "Dean Hildebrand has ex- 
pro«>od I he idea that a class for the 
purpose of studying individuals 
should bo established, but as yet no 
definite plan has been formulated." 
he conceded.
